wlthiif  the  bodv  arc  unknown,  but 
it  Is  the  largest  of  the  ducUes.*; 

glands  aad  la  supposed  to  be  eon- 
cemed  with  the  manufacture  of  the 
white  blood  cells  and  the  reorgani- 
zation of  the  worn-out  red  corpiiK- 
cle.s  'I'iie  .spleen  is  -lOt  ih^oliitely 
e'^^entlal  to  life,  and  in  i m.  i  .es 
this  organ  ha.s  been  removed  and 
yet  the  patient  lived  for  many  years: 
but,  stnoe  it  Is  of  lymphatio  origin, 
its  removal  causes  an  extanalva  en- 
largement of  all  of  the  other 
lymphatic  glands  of  the  body. 

.snnriimcj  It  Is  possible  to  find 
more  than  one  spleen  in  an  Indi- 
vidual, there  beliig  frequently  four 
or  five  smaller  ones  in  addition  to 
the  larger  spleen,  nils  organ  lies 
behind  the  stomach  high  on  the  left 
side,  under  the  diaphragm  and 
directly  In  front  of  the  ninth.  ttSth 
and  eleventh  ribs. 

The  spleen  is  held  In  plaoe  by  two 
wide  livuaeatt.  ohe  being  attached 
to  the  stomaeh  and  the  other  to  the 
kldn^  area.  size  varies  from

The  spleen  Is  frequently  attacked  by 
tubereuloeis.  caneer  and  syphilis. 

MOVABLE  SPLEEN 
\  wanderinf  .spleen  i.s  frequently 
found  with  i)eopIe  who  Jiave  pro- 
lapsed stomachs — moet  frequently 
women.  There  la  often  no  symptoms 
other  than  an  unpleasant  dmciinR 
senaatlon  to  the  ba^  and  kft  side. 
Many  cases  of  snppoeed  tumors  of 
the  left  side  of  the  abdomen  are 
only  prolap.sed  ,ind  enlarged  .spleen.s 
Should  the  .spleen  move  about  so 
niurh  as  to  cau.se  a  twisting  of  the 
blood  vessels  coming  from  the 
spleen,  a  serious  enlargemeht  and 
Inflammation  may  result,  which  is 
associated  with  a  high  feter  and 
even  Kanin*ene  or  rupture. 

A  bursting  of  this  highly  va.sriiiar 
organ  Is  usually  fatal,  and  some- 
times oooura  In  enlargements  of  the 
spleen  ftwn  typhotd.  malaria  ab- 
tttatts,  or  the  rttult  of  aoddent. 

SPLENIC  ANnm 

A  chronic  enlargement  of  the 
spleen  producst  a  ttvefe  anemia. 
Sometlmea  '  ttMt  eoean  appanntiy 

without  the  aSaoc^tlon  of  any  other 
disease  Thtt  is  usually  brought  on 
by  the  usi^  (>f  ixceaslve  amount*  of 
carbohydraies  and  fats.  Enlargement 
may  sometimes  b«  cauaed  by  cir- 
rhosis or  syphltts  of  the  ttver.  Some- 
times the  spleen  bteomet  te  taor- 
mously  enlMgtd  that  It  causes  a 
distension  of  the  abdomen.  The  first 
Indication  of  splenlr  enlarfrement  is 
that  the  patient  notices  a  pa'lor  of 
the  skin  ai  i  iiortness  of  breath, 
and  perhaps  a  swelling  ot  the  feet 
There  may  be  hemorrhages  fron 
dilated  vtliM  of  the  eaophagus. 
which  may  lead  to  a  false  diagnosis 
of  stomach  ulcers.
